'~ MRS. BELL stated that at the time JAN 
VALTIN'S book "OUT OF THE NIGHT" appeared on the market, PM 
the New York newspaper had written an article severely 
criticizing this book. Upon the appearance of this articlé 
Mrs. Bell overheard RADO tell some individual, who apparently 
had connections with the writer of this article in FM, in 
German, "Its so stupid. You give your hand away." 


MRS. BELL stated that about three months 
ago anarticle appeared in the Pil newspaper concerning a 
meeting of the German-American Bund members at Washington, 
D. C. and in this article their appeared a picture of three 
individuals two of which were identified by name which names 
she could not recall but the third picture was not identified. 
Subsequent to the appearance of this article in the newspaper, 
Mrs. Bell received three copies of this photograph fron 
friends asking her if this unknown woman's photograph was 
not that of EMMY RADO. Mrs. Bell stated that she could not 
definitely identify this photograph as being EVMY RADO in 
‘that the newspaper reprint was very poor. 


Mrs. Bell stated that RADO has been very 
active in performing work for the Southern Summer School For 
Workers, 437 W. 59th St. which organization Mrs. Bell stated, 
was Communistic. She further stated that EMMY RADO was a friend 

' of one DR. EDWARD, a teacher at the NEW SCHOOL OF SOCIAL RE- 
SEARCH in New York City;- that EMMY RADO maintained that she 
met DR. EDWARD in Europe several years ago. RADO has informed 
Mrs. Bell that she was born in Switzerland and that she was 
naturalized in New York City in 1936.’ Mrs. Bell described EMMY. 
RADO as being about 40 years of age;_ married, her husband's. name 
being DR. SANDOR a Hungarian psychiatrist; Height 51 3"; |
